How to Feed a Hone. 


It is about as dilllcult for a man to 


find out how to feed a horse to the best 
iilvantiiin) as it is to find out how to 
eud himself. How many men know 
list what to cat and how much? llieir 
jwn feelings may bo a warning. 
In 


ceding a horse \vo have no such rc- 
iiimlurs. Itisall judgment, and half 
.f this is guess work. Oats are the 
latnral grain food of tlio horse; he 
vants a reasonable allowance of good 
iny, clover or timothy, or the two com- 
lincd.- Oat'straw is good when the 
iats are cut before the stalk has lost all 
>f its green hue. Wheat would be 
onnd a nourishing food for the horse, 
and not so dear as it would at llrst seem. 
3nt It Is a very concentrated food, anil 
ill such must bo fed with great care, 
and in connection with coarser food of 
OHIO kind. If oats are crushed, or just 
coarsely ground, they will prove more 
lourishing. In England they are pass 
ed between rollers, lint if a horse's 
ectii are good it will generally grind 
ts oats pretty well. Whatever grain 
•on feed do not let the horse drink im- 
mediately after. If yon do, much of 
the "rain will be washed out of the 
,tomach without being digested. Corn 
s not the best food for the horse. It 
s too carbonaceous, or heating and fat- 
cuing. Fat is not a sign of tho best 
icalth in either man or horse.

So far as outward 
appearance, color, etc., are concerned 
no general directions can be given, but 
if the buver is inexperienced, it is bet- 
ter to go'to some reliable dcalcr.statnif 
what is desired, and tho amount o 
money to be given. An honest horse 
jockey in some people's minds is at 
anomaly, but many such may be found

Veterinary Association in its forma 
support of Prof. Walley go Into tliosi 
particulars. Generalities are subjcc 
to many very erroneous deductions. I 
the dishorninc referred to by Prof 
Walley is the quite frequent practice o 
knocking oft' the horns uf Irish cattle 
by means of clubs wielded by hruta 
Irish drovers, that, is a kind every hu 
mane person would reprobate, liuttla 
safe and ulniost painless extirpation o 


. tho embryo horns of young calves is 


quite another thing, having no evil re 
suits aud being not half so serious 01 
one-tenth as painful as emasculation, 
which is practiced without an objection. 
And yet this is done for the saving of a 
few paltry dollars, while dishorning 
saves human lives and avoids constant 
risks of most serious injury to the own- 
ers anil attendants of csttle as well as 
to cattle exposed to attacks.—[N. V. 
Times. 


Agricultural Notes and Hints. 


Use pressed tin uails and pans in the 


laiiy. Thoro will then be no crevice 
'or dirt and fungi to llonrish, which 
may occur with jointed and scalded 
,>aus, even with scrupulous care. 


Cut onions into small pieces and see 


how greedily the fowls will devour 
them. They are one of the best delica- 
cies you can give fowls, and they -'" 
keep off disease. 


Tho most convenient way to prepare 


a rolling place for fowls is to lay a 
rough lloor of old boards on the ground, 
fasten board one foot high all around 
the sides, and (ill the apartment with 
ten or twenty bushels of dry loam, road 
dust or coal ashes. 


Thc popular idea that a hog cannot 


hurt itself by overfeeding is erroneous. 
Even if fattening, it is better to give 
only what can be eaten tip clean at one 
time and at regular intervals. If tho 
feeding occurs at stated times each da> 
the hogs will lie down and sleel) in tho 
intervals, and this will fatten then 
faster and be more healthful than keep 
ing food before the animals all the time 


It is a bad thing to got lice, into a 


horse stable, because of tho difficulty 
of getting rid of them and tho mischie 
they do by worrying the horses, i'pi 
this reason no fowls should bo kept in 
or near a horse stable, as they canno 
then be kept free from the lice ant 
fleas.

Land Cultivation. 


Tho introduction of a bill into the 


English Parliament by which it was 
proposed to compel owners of land to 
keep their property under productive 
cultivation, under penalty of confisca- 
tion, is a straw which shows the pres- 
ent drift of opinion in England in dis- 
favor of large holdings of land in an 
idle and useless condition. It is an ex- 
treme measure which atYects interests 
of which few Americans have any true 
conception, and which would be wholly 
inapplicable here. 
It grows, however, 


out of the pressing necessity of English 
people for foreign grown RO:('» for tl e'r 
snv>p"rt, and jealousy of the largo, land 
owiii'i-s, who keep many thousand acres 
uncultivated and for thc breeding of 
game. 
Here, where land is practically 


evenly divided and every man can have 
a farm for thc taking and using of ii, 
there is no place or 'excuse for Hich a 
proposition, but. on the cnnlrary, there 
is a growing belief that a large poition 
of thc land should bo thrown out of 
cultivation and planted with timber 
as a means of favorably affecting the 
remainder of the land. By reducing 
the acreage under grain cultivation, 
too, the price of products might pos- 
sibly be advanced by bringing the sup- 
plj :»orc nearly 10 the demands of cpn- 
sunicr.--, and so improve the condition 
of the agricultural interest. — [New 
York rimes. 


Fertilize the Fall Crops. 


Thc application of some active fer- 


tilizer to the young fall grain crops is 
indispensable'to a vigorous growth anil 
safety through the winter. Xo doubt 
that the injury to thc crops through 
tlie winter months by reason of the 
weakness of the plant'for want of nu- 
triment causes a Inss of 50 percent, of 
the possible yield. This makes all the 
difference between prolit and loss on 
thc crop. A strong, healthy, vigorous 
plant resists the ntuicks of insect pests, 
the destructive Hessian fly In particular, 
and the frosts and thaws of thc season, 
bv the strength of root and abundant 
tillering. 
This of course makes and 


secures the crop. It Iswisn. then, that 
tlio farmer should now without delay 
feed liis growing crop and push if for- 
ward before Ihn SCPSOII of hardship be- 
giiiK.
